the state of Ohio through the agricul­ 
tural experim ent station at W ooster 
in 1915 bought 1.500 acres at D ean 
in Law rence county and 221 a c re s 
near M ineral In A thens county at a n 
average price of $5 an acre. Survey» 
and plantings w ere started lost, y e ar 
on tlp'se tracts. 
T he latge forest area in Lawrenc*’ 
county, form erly an old furnace tract 
has little m arketable tim ber today, v 
dense growth of young tr**es, largely 
Oal . w ith proper care will grow Into 
valuable tim ber.
